Writers like Benito Cereno have a handle on the characters, and Robert 
can trust them to take the babies out to the park. Science Dog is one of those 
books that I think Robert will only work on with Cory, but | could be wrong. 


Also, І can do whatever І want! That’s the whole point of owning these books. If 

I want someone else to take over, or if | want to keep things to myself--that’s my 
decision. And writing the comics for exactly as long as | want to is a good thing. 
And І do new books because | like doing new things! I’m sorry you're not thrilled... 
but y’know, that’s what І do. 


The Viltrumite War was amazing. its that simple, it is by far my favorite comic book 
storyline to this day. But #75 took forever to come out, and | know it was an anniversery 
issue and it was huge and there were what? 4 double page spreads? This brings me 

to my point. Issue 100 1 know will blow us all away. | know you guys got something big 
planned and | cant wait. But | also know Ottley is gonna have a HUGE workload because 
of this, so why not do about 5-6 issues of guest pencilers. | know you guys got Cory 
doing 85-87 but why not have guys like James Stokoe, Erik Larsen, Charlie Adlard, 
Jason Howard, Sina, all the buddies, and have them do one issue each. | know you'd kill 
to work with your Jesus Christ Erik Larsen so why not?

Don’t worry, the minute Robert mentioned one of his plans for issue 100, the 
first thing | thought was: how are we gonna schedule that!? We’ll have а good 
strategy in place for the radness due to ensue.

There does need to be an ongoing 
Hector Plasm ‘cause the shit is amazing, it just pissed me off how Kirkman called them 
out.

probably many other Moms and Dads out there that will have to explain that Eve is better 
off Thinner or Hotter or sexier. Please don’t do that to us. Or don’t insult us with a 
secondary “Fat” character to keep the audience appeased. Eve is a central character 
and it is important to us(those of us with daughters that read comics) that she stay 

as is, to show you do not need to be like girls in magazines and on TV to be happy and 
loved. 


Anyway, Thanks for giving girls out there like my daughter the first and best comic book 
heroic REAL image role model in comics today! For however long you allow it to last.

What are you working on right now? 

Right now, trying to find a colorist for another project. 
Which is one of the parts of the job | like least, because 
| don't see color well апа it's actually pretty tricky to 
separate the coloring from the art. I'm lucky to have 
Felipe kicking buttocks on Luther Strode. 


What's the best part of your job? 

Well, | get to make stuff up, which | have to admit is 
pretty awesome. Actually, | wish | were a faster writer so 
that | could get to my new ideas faster, which is a good 
problem to have. 


What's the worst part of your job? 

| don't really like the project management aspect of it. 
This isn't an issue with Tradd and Felipe on Luther, but 
harassing people to make deadlines and firing folks, 
both of which I've had to do this week, are not things 
that | like to do and | would happily foist them off to 
someone else should the opportunity arise. 


How did you first discover comics? 

You know, I'm not entirely sure. | do know that | was 
into comics before | could read, and | actually learned 
to read pretty early so that | didn’t have to keep 
dragooning family members into doing it for me. 


| suspect | saw comics the first time at the grocery store 
or the convenience store with my Mom.The first comic 
book | can remember reading was Popeye. 


If you weren't working in comics, what 
would you be doing? 

Writing. Comics doesn’t yet pay my bills, so | do 
freelance writing, mostly for businesses.

Oddly enough, there's a lot of Elmore Leonard and 
Robert Parker in my writing. | tend towards short, 
punchy dialogue and there are big stretches where 
the action is telling the story and | suspect it's because 
of them. 


What is the single work of which you're most 
proud? 

THE STRANGE TALENT OF LUTHER STRODE. Hands 
down. | realize I've mentioned it a few times already, 

but it's the best thing I've ever done. It’s not perfect, but 
rereading it, there’s nothing in that | could have done 
better than | did it, which is pretty damn rare for an 
insecure writer type.

Just one? | watch a ridiculous amount of the show 
American Greed, which is mostly about frauds and cons 
and is narrated by Stacy Keach. This probably wouldn't 
qualify as a guilty pleasure except that | probably watch 
four hours of it a week.
